Huron supt. resigns

What might seem like the end of 
the world to some people is being 
viewed optimistically by a resigning 
school administrator as a blessing. 

Dr. Byron Antcliff, superintendent 
of the Huron Public Schools, is 
stepping down from that post ef- 
fective Friday, Dec. 29, 1978 
following the working out of an 
‘‘amicable” agreement between 
him and the school board. 

Thursday night in special session, 
the school board approved his 
resignation as superintendent and 
payment of his annual $41,080 salary 
until June of next year. His contract 
was to have expired in June of 1980. 

Named by the board Thursday 
night to function as acting interim 
superintendent until Jan. 2, 1979 is 
William Baldwin, currently prin- 
cipal at Renton Jr. High School. # 

The board announced that it will 
seek the assistance of the Wayne 
County Intermediate School District 
in its attempt to find a replacement 
for Dr. Antcliff. 

Included in the agreement worked 
out is a provision that Dr. Antcliff 
will be on leave of absence until 
September of 1980 from his tenure 
status as an elementary school 
teacher. After that date, should he so 
choose, Dr. Antcliff has theoption of 
teaching in that capacity in the 


Huron school system, according to 
the agreement. 

“I am leaving the Huron School 
District with a feeling of great 
happiness for the future, both for 
myself and for the district,” he said. 

Looking back over his 11 years as 
head of the Huron school system, Dr. 
Antcliff remarked that he was 
“blessed” with so many good things 
that he had “no room for anything 
bad”. 

“My friends are happy about it 
(the agreement with the board). 
Looking back, I am happy about it 
also. One of my friends told me that 
he believed that I had done a lot in 
the district with very little to work 
with in the way of money. That made 
me feel good,” he explained. 

He said the Huron School District 
is one that “is out of formula”, 
explaining that he had so many 
excellent staff members and em- 
ployes to work with that he felt very 
fortunate. 

“I didn’t realize it until later, but I 
have been blessed with the richest 
district in the state. I am deeply 
appreciative,” he emphasized. 

The superintendent did not 
mention past differences between 
himself and the board of education 
that came out ina recent news story. 
The story described a so-called 
“hatchet man” whom the board had 
hired to help them dump him as 
superintendent. 


“The unanimous agreement 
between the board and myself is the 
best step for the district and for me 
and my family,” he said. He said the 
way in which things had worked out 
and the good feeling of himself and 
every member of the board con- 
vinced him it was a “miracle”. 

Prior to coming to the Huron 
School District, Dr Antcliff had 
served as superintendent for three 
years in the Saugatuck School 
District and for one year as 
superintendent of the Mackinac 
Island School District. 

Dr. Antcliff's resignation makes a 
total of three administrators and one 
director who have left the school 
district in the past school year. 

His assistant, Phil Dailey, quit in 
October because he and the school 
board did not see eye to eye on a 
variety of matters. 

Ron Sniderman, director of basic 
skills, also reportedly unhappy with 
the school board, resigned recently. 

The fourth was Lee Goodney. 
assistan administrator in charge of 
maintenance, who retired. 

Without these key personnel, Dr. 
Antcliff was placed in the unen- 
viable position of trying to perform 
their duties in addition to his busy 
work schedule. 

Last Thursday also was Dr. Ant- 
cliff’s last day on the job. He will 
take vacation time until the effective 
day of his resignation next Friday.

The long search for a prime 
suspect in the shooting death last 
Oct. of Sgt. Steven Lynch of Van 
Buren Township eneded Dec 15 with 
the arrest of a Texas truck driver in 
Kansas City, Mo. by the state high- 
way patrol 

The suspect, Bill Roy Davis, 22, of 
Tyler, Tex., had been the subject of 
a search launched by the Wayne 
County Sheriff’s Department shortly 
after the body of Lynch was found by 
hunters a half mile west of his 
parents home in Van Buren 

Lynch, 23. a military policeman 
stationed with the U. S Army in Ft 
Hood, Tex , had failed to show up at 
his parents’ home while on leave He 
had been shot once in the head and 
once in the chest with his own 357 
magnum revolver, according to Det 
Walt Holowka of the sheriff’s 
department 

Davis, who police said had a 
lengthy criminal record, was 
stopped by Missouri highway 
patrolmen after the sem-trailer he 
was dnving was involved in an 
accident in Kansas City A check by 
patrolmen showed he was wanted on 
a fugitive warrant issued by the 
FBI He was then lodged in the 
Jackson County Jail in Kansas City, 
Holowka said 

The suspect has already been 
arraigned on the fugitive warrant

Police conjecture that Davis, a 
muscular six-footer, overpowered 
Lynch and shot him to death in the 
field at theend of Burtirig Road west 
of his parents’ home 
Holowka said whoever killed 
Lynch took the revolver, two 
shotguns, his wallet and possibly 
some clothes into which he changed 
after the shooting 
Fingerprints found on a beer can 
in Lynch’s car, later recovered near 
Monroe, were identified as 
belonging to Davis, the detective 
explained

will be successful and that Davis will 
be brought to this area far prosec- 
tution on the murder charge

Cold weather parking 
poses poisoning threat 


With two dead and two 
close calls near Ann 
Arbor already this 
winter, a University of 
Michigan Hospital 
physician warned young 
people in parked cars 
not to gorget the 
dangers of carbon 
monoxide poisoning 
during cold months of 
the year. 

Dr. JohnG.Weg, MD, 
head of U-M Pulmonary 
(lung) Disease Division, 
noted that the two 
survivors were brought 
to the hospital near 
death. One, a young 
woman, was saved only 
through treatment by a 
U-M diving medicine 
specialist. Dr. Martin 
Nemiroff, in the 
university’s high 
pressure chamber 
normally used to treat 
“the bends.” 


“These people were 
fortunate that they 
survived without brain 
damage,” Dr. Weg 
noted. 

“Carbon monoxide 
poisoning is very sub- 
tle,” he added. “You 
cannot depend on a 
warning. Although there 
may be symptoms such 
as headache, nausea or 
dizziness, often these 
are not recognized. The

person simply drifts off 
into unconsciousness 
without even feeling 
sleepy.” 

He urged young 
people not to depend on 
the soundness of their 
car’s exhaust system. 

“Even a tiny leak, in a 
closed, running car, can 
be fatal. The best in- 
surance,” he said, ‘is 
not to park with the 
motor running.”

City, schools tell 
accomplishments 


Romulus Community Schools 
Supt. James Garfield and Romulus 
Mayor William M. Oakley have 
released accomplishments thus far 
of a joint city-school committee 
formed several months ago 

Out of an original list of 20 items, 
four have been begun with the 
following results: 

1) A joint newsletter entitled 
“Around the City” is now being 
published quarterly and mailed to 
residents, with the cost being shared 
by the city and school system. 

2) Guidelines have been 
established on the use of equipment 
and sharing of tasks. 

3) The Romulus Help Center 
director and new special services 
director have met to discuss ways in 
which the center may be utilized by 
the school system. 

4) The city grants department has 
been appraised of the regional park 
idea and has suggested possible 
funding sources, pending a 
recommendation by the committee 
and the two governmental bodies. 

Other items of business acted upon 
include a joint administrative 
luncheon held Dec. 13, 1978 at the 
high school Romulette Room; a 
library workshop for school para- 
professionals conducted by the city 
librarian; elementary school 


mothers weekly volunteer book 
distribution work, school district 
involvement with the city 
beautification committee; and 
student help with city projects such 
as the airport survey and the 
“Welcome to Romulus” sign, etc. 

Other projects currently under 
consideration include a special 
school page in the Romulus Roman, 
a community-wide social event 
involving city resident and Romulus 
alumnus John Long, arranging 
meetings with service clubs to deal 
with school problems and the 
possibility of the committee 
initiating a community services 
directory. 

A questionnaire, distributed at the 
Dec. 13, 1978 luncheon was designed 
to elicit additional ideas from city 
and school staff. 

The committee has met monthly 
and established a working 
relationship among its members. 
The committee is now actively 
seeking additional input to improve 
or compliment the cooperative 
programs currently underway or 
planned. 

The joint committee is composed 
of principals Art McPharlin, Terrel 
M. LeCesne and Joel Carr, for the 
school system, and the city by Larry 
Moore, finance director; John Siea, 
mayor’s assistant; and Jay Young, 
public information officer.

At the court hearing, attorneys for 
both sides would compromise on 
what the judge meant in his ruling of 
Dec. 8. He said it was possible the 
hearing could be scheduled between 
Christmas and New Year’s Day or 
after the first of the year. 

“Regardless of how the judge 
rules, for us or against us, Van 
Buren Township will appeal to the 
Michigan Court of Appeals,” James 
explained. 


He said the possibility of a entire 
township board going to jail for 
acting in the best interests of its 
constituents is attracting state-wide 
interest. Because the same situation 
could happen to any other govern- 
mental body in Michigan, James 
said “briefs as a friend of the court” 
could be introduced in the appeals 
court should that legal body get 
jurisdiction of the case. 

This action would allow in- 
troduction of material that could 
have an influence on the appeals 
court ruling, which James said, 
could set a legal precedent in such 
cases. 

Judge Kauman Dec. 8 found the 
Van Buren Board in contempt of his 
order issued Oct. 17, 1978, and one 
issued March 8, 1973. 

The March 8, 1973 order directed 
Van Buren Township “to issue all 
necessary permits for the con- 
struction of a mobile home park and 
commercial development as would 
be required under the zoning or- 
dinance permitting the construction 
of mobile home parks and a com- 
mercial development on the 
property which is the subject matter 
of this action.” 

The Oct. 17, 1978, order directed 


the township “to sign, execute and 
deliver to the plaintiffs all necessary 
approvals, consents in writing, 
applications, and other writings 
necessary and required by plaintiffs 
in order to develop their property 
and obtain sewage disposal facilities 
in Ypsilanti Township.” 

In its objections filed last Wed- 
nesday, the Van Buren Board said 
the request for damages asked by 
the plaintiffs was in error because 
the judge had not ruled that 
damages should be paid. Also, the 
board asked what written forms are 
being asked for specifically by the 
park developers and to attach such 
forms to their proposed order filed 
Dec. 15. 

The Van Buren objection also 
requested that the 14-day period 
stated in the plaintiffs’ proposed 
order in which defendants could 
“purge themselves of their alleged 
contempt” should start on the date 
of final entry of the plaintiffs’ 
proposed order and not begin from 
the date of the Dec. 8 hearing, James 
said. 

In any event, the Van Buren Board 
will not file an appeal to a higher 
court until both sides agree on what 
was meant in the judge’s original 
orders.

Circuit Court case cost 
surveyed by legislature 


An emergency resolution calling 
for an investigation of the costs of 
assigning circuit court cases to local 
district courts was approved by the 
Michigan House of Representatives 
Dec. 14. 

Sponsored by State Rep. Robert 
Law (R-Livonia, Westland) and 
Tom Brown (D-Westland), the 
resolution directs the House Fiscal 
Agency to make an immediate study 
of the effects of Public Act 330 on 
local communities. 

The act, approved by the 
legislatureearlier this year, permits 
the Wayne County Circuit Court to 
assign uq to 200 cases per judge per 
year to the county’s District Courts, 
including the 18th District Court in 
Westland, the 29th District Court in 
Wayne, and the 16th District Court in 
Livonia. 

"Wewanttofind out the monetary 
implications of thisact as quickly as 
possible," Law said, "and we have 
asked the House Fiscal Agency to 
conduct an investigation and report 
back to us by Dec. 31. 

"The local governments are 
concerned that they woh’t have 
enough money to pay for these 
trials, many of which concern cases 


of trying each of the 200 cases out- 
side their jurisdiction. The costs of 
tryingeachof the200cases assigned 
to our three di strict courts have been 
estimated at $400 per trial. That 
means in Westland, where $5,000 has 
been budgeted for witness fees, 
taxpayers will have to pay $180,000 
per year. In Wayne, the $7,500 for 
""tness fees won’t begin to pay for 
$80,000 needed." 

Brown said that the legislature 
approved Public Act 330 to relieve 
the crowded court dockets. 

"Unfortunately, no funding for- 
mula was included, so the cost has to 
be borne b y t he 1 oca 1 governments, ’ ’ 
he said. "City officials just don’t 
know where they are going to get the 
money, and I sympathize with their 
concern.” 

Brown and Law introduced the 
resolution in the closing days of the 
legislative session, successfully 
arguing fora suspension of rules so 
it could be approved by the House. 

"When we receive our report from 
the House Fiscal Agency, we will 
take the appropriate action if, in- 
deed. the burden is as large as it now 
appears to be," Law said.

Honey bees: Indicators 
of air pollutant levels 


Honeybees may be 
pests at picnics, but 
they’re winning their 
stripes in the fight 
against air pollution. 

Some environ- 
mentalists are 
recruiting honeybees to 
monitor air quality. 

"F we use honeybees 
correctly, we are 
practically assured of 
an early warning of 
pollutant levels, 
perhaps in time to avoid 
harm,’’ says en- 
tomologist Jerry 
Bromenshenk of the 
University of Montana 
in Missoula. 

Since two coal-fired 


powerplants have been 
built in a region under 
study in Montana, 
fluoride levels — even in 
bees miles away from 
the area-have doubled. 
Studies also show bees 
accumulate radioactive 
substances leaking from 
waste-disposal sites and 
from atmospheric 
fallout. So far bees have 
been used to trace more 
than 40 elements. ... 
eluding lead, cadmium 
and sulfur 

Interestingly enough, 
however, a natural filter 
in the bees’ abdomens 
extracts most pollutants 
so that the levels 


honey “are usually 
quite low." 

According to the

Pack precautions 
to protect luggage 


Travel time hurts 
when it's lost luggage 
time. By packing some 
‘‘precautions” before 
you ieave home, you can 
avoid this unhappy 
consequence when you 
arrive. 

Putting a label on the 
outside of your luggage 
is the most important 
way to help prevent 
permanent loss and to 
aid speedy return when 
found. Airlines now 
require you to place 
identification on the 
outside of your luggage. 
If there’s no iden- 
tification on the outside 
of your luggage and it is 
misplaced, an airline 
will open it 

Some people use tags 
on the outside of suit- 
cases, but it’s best to use 
adhesive labels — dne to 
each piece of luggage. 
Tags can tear loose, and 
if the handle on your 
suitcase comes off, so 
does the tag. Be sure to 
tear off old destination 
tags before you go on 
the next trip. It’s easy 
for transportation 
personnel to get the tags 
confused. It’s best to 
tape your name, home 
address and phone to 
the inside of your 
luggage as well as to 
the outside. If you’re 
traveling extensively, 
include an itinerary 
inside each suitcase. 
Also keep one with you 
so you can inform the 
authorities where to 
send the luggage when 
it’s found. 

How can you best 
insure your property 
when you travel? 
Coverage for luggage 
and its contents is 
usually provided in the 
personal property 
section of a 
homeowner’s or ren- 
ter’s policy. It is 
worldwide coverage; 
however, the amount of 
coverage depends on the 
type of policy pur- 
chased. Furthermore, 
certain kinds of 
property, such as 
borrowed business 
property, may not be 
covered at all. So it’s 
best for you to check 
with an insurance agent 
if you plan to take 
valuables on your trip. 

Cameras and other 
expensive objects like 
jewelry are covered 
under the personal 
property section of your 
homeowner’s or ren- 
ter’s policy, but the 
coverage is subject to 
limits applicable to 
these types of items.

Emotions in worship: Fanaticism or faith ? 


“People are creatures of ex- 
tremes” a professor once told me, 
and the more I look about me. the 
more I see the truth of his 
statement Balance is an important 
key in achieving the happy, 
satisfying lifestyle that we all long 
for. We are constantly reminded to 
balance our diet, our exercise, our 
work load, and don’t forget your 
checkbook! Yes, balance is im- 
portant 

Thedrmatic grow th that has taken 
place within many Pentecostal and 
Charismatic groups during the last 
decade, has prompted many to ask, 
“Where is the balance in the exer- 
cise of my emotions when I come to 
worship the Lord Jesus Christ?” It’s 
a question that needs to be answered 
directly and honestly, for our society 
and much of our Christian clergy 
have intimidated people into 
believing that they must be very 
quiet, totally reserved and staid to 
be “religious” and avoid the charge 
of emotionalism, thus insinuating a 
weak intellectual capacity for 
reasoning and fact. 

First, let us recognize that our 
emotions are a God-given gift to us, 


that enables us to release our 
feelings to that which we may ex- 
perience, whether good or bad The 
basic emotions of love, joy, anger, 
fear, and grief are a part of the 
emotional make-up of every one of 
us and warrant a legitimate place in 
all of our lives. 

For example, can you imagine an 
un-emotional courtship between two 
young people? Half of the attraction 
to the relationship was due to a 
lover’s quarrel and the ensuing 
tearful reunion. Remember? How 
about an unemotional football 
game? No, these are human im- 
possibilities because of our 
emotional make-up. Still, balance is 
the key and we must remain in 
control. 

Now then, can you really imagine 
an unemotional response to the love 
of God for you and I that would be 
pielasing to Him? No, of course not. 
For even repentance, which is the 
primary prerequisite for entrance 
into the Body of Christ, involves the 
deepest of human emotions, that is, 
sorrow for sin plus the deter- 
mination to turn from these sins in 


the future by His help and grace 
This is where the Holy Bible comes 
in, for as God’s written Word, it 
serves as our stabilizer in the 
exercise of our emotions. For 
example, in Ephesians 4:26 we’re 
told: “Be ye angry and sin not...” 
emplying that it is not a sin to be 
angry, but if we go to the extreme 
and allow our anger to carry us into 
hatred, then we also are wrong. 

Throughout 1st Corinthians, 
chapters 13 and 14, the ap<Btle Paul 
provides the principles and 
regulations that are needled for well 
balanced worship. He concludes in 
1st Corinthians 14:40 by saying: 
“Let all things be done decently and 
in order.” This was written to an 
assembly of believers who were 
allowing their emotions to run away 
with them. They lacked any 
regulations and personal restraint, 
and, therefore, were out of order. 
But to be so staid and reserved due 
to fear, peer pressure, or inferiority 
complex, etc., is just as indecent and 


out of order, for it’s an extreme and 
improper response to the Holy Spirit 
who is reaching out and longing to 
minister God’s love and grace. 

As Jesus was making His 
triumphal entry into Jerusalem, the 
Pharisees told him to rebuke His 
disciples for praising and wor- 
shipping Him with a loud voice. He 
responded by demanding an 
emotional response from something, 
if not from men, then from His own 
creation, the rocks (Luke 19:35-40). 
Yes, even creation is moved 
emotionally at the presence of God 
(read Psalm 114). 

Just a passing thought, but I 
sometimes wonder if the prophet 
Ezekiel (Ezekiel 1:28) and the 
apostle John (Revelation 1:17) had 
been caught lying on their faces on 
the ground before the presence of 
the Lord, if they would have been 
charged with over emotionalism or 
called holy-rollers? 

I am not promoting any wild 


emotionalism for our forms of 
worship, but neither do I respect the 
cold, lifelessness of “Churchianity”. 
Wedo not have to wear our emotions 
on our cuff for all always to see, but 
when God's Spirit comes to minister 
to us, we ought not resist that 
natural, God-given, emotional 
response to yield to Him. “To every 
thing there is a season, and a time to 
every purpose under the heaven”, 
and our emotions, like our 
automobiles, are to be used, but not 
abused. We desperately need 
mature, Christian leadership today 
that is familiar with the Scriptural 
balance and regulations that can 
lead congregations into well 
balanced spiritual, mental and 
emotional worship 

Permitting Jesus to become the 
Lord of our lives also involves His 
being Lord over our emotions. 
Observe the balance of the Holy 
Scriptures and commit your 
emotional life to Him as well. Try it, 
you’ll like it!

AN ORDINANCE TO AMEND ORDINANCE NO. 56-77, AS AMENDED, 
BEING AN ORDINANCE TO PROVIDE FOR MUNICIPAL OWNERSHIP,

THE CITY OF BELLEVILLE ORDAINS: 

Section 1. That Ordinance No. 56-77, as amended, entitled “The City of 
Belleville Water and Sewer Ordinance”, be and it is hereby further amended 
by changing Sections 8 2 and 8.3 which amended sections shall read as 
follows : 

Section 8.2 SEWAGE DISPOSAL RATES FOR WATER CUSTOMERS^ In 
addition to the water rates established hereunder, each Water Customer 
shall be made a Sewage disposal charge of $1.30 for each one thousand 
gallons of water consumed, to cover the cost of disposing of the customer’s 
sewage 

Section 8.3 SEWAGE DISPOSAL RATES FOR NON WATER 
CUSTOMERS. In the event that a customer has a private water source or 
obtains his water from a source other than the City of Belleville, such 
customer shall be charged for sewage disposal at the rate of $1.30 per 1,000 
gallons of sewage. Such customer shall be billed upon the volume of water 
consumed through line(s) connected to the building or buildings on his 
property. Each such customer shall, at his sole expense, install a meter in 
the water line(s) connected to the building or buildings on his property which 
can be read by the City of Belleville in order to compute the volume of water 
consumed in order to bill for sew'age disposal. In no event shall the minimum 
charge for sewage disposal be less than $12.00 per month. 

In the event that the customer fails or refuses to install said meter, then 
the City shall install the meter and bill the customer on the basis of the 
actual cost to the City including over-head and materials plus the sum of 20 
percent of such actual cost which in no event shall be less than $150.00. The 
charge for the installation of the meter shall be paid by the customer im- 
mediately upon receipt of the bill and the City shall have a lien against the 
property for any unpaid charge. 

Section 2. REPEAL. All ordinances, or parts of ordinances, in conflict 
herewith are hereby repealed only to the extent necessary to give this or- 
dinance full force and effect. 

Section 3. This ordinance shall become effective December 29, 1978.

the money to do all things— 
including catching all the speeders 
and drunks on our highways. But we 
don’t! And it’s up to the Board of 
Commissioners to determine and 
adjust our spending priorities so that 
we use limited dollars in the best 
interests of all of the taxpayers of 
this county,” he added 

Killeen said he will seek the 
necessary legislative changes to 
allow the county to spend those 
dollars on a county-wide basis for 
priority law enforcement needs such 
as the Organized Crime Task Force 
and the jailing of hardened 
criminals. 

He said he will introduce a 
resolution before the Board of 
Commissioners, urging the state to 
“reconsider” its imposed restric- 
tions on this tax money, especially in 
light of Wayne County’s dire need 
for funds in the criminal law en- 
forcement area. 

‘‘What frustrates me is that the 
state is willing to spend $1 million to 
catch normally law-abiding citizens, 
but it turns the other way when we 
ask for funds to catch and lock up 
crooks and violent criminals,” he 
added. “As the grant offer now 
stands, only 20 percent of the people 
of Wayne County would derive any 
benefit from the million-dollar 
expenditure. 

He said that only the villages, and 
townships (the unincorporated 
areas) would derive any benefit at 
all. In addition, the majority of the 
revenue collected from traffic of- 
fenders would go into the coffers of 
the few municipalities where the 
Sheriff would be patrolling. 

Killeen also said he had “reser- 
vations” about accepting state 
grants that were “subject to run out 
in a few years.” 

“This could leave the county with 
a new program to fund down the line 
— and the accompanying labor 
difficulties, such as we have now, if 
we try to lay off anybody on<£ state 
funds run out,” he warned. 

According to the Sheriffs letter, 
the grant would fund a secondary 
road patrol unit consisting of 27 
police officers, one detective (traffic 
specialist), a police sergeant, and a 
lieutenant. It would also purchase a 
fleet of 17 patrol cars, one van, 
radar sets, radios and other sup- 
portive equipment. 

He said that in the case of 


Romulus alone, this grant would 
cost the county 10 percent to ad- 
minister the program along with 
fringe benefits.

Wayne County Commissioner 
George Killeen says that he will urge 
the county to temporarily reject a 
$1.3 million state grant to beef up 
Sheriffs traffic patrols unless the 
state agrees to let the county spend 
those dollars on more critical law 
enforcement needs. 

Killeen said a Nov. 27 letter from 
Wayne County Sheriff William 
Lucas asks the Board of Com- 
missioners to apply for a $1,253,620 
state grant to establish what 
amounts to a “traffic control and 
ticketing team” on county secon- 
dary roads in an effort to reduce 
auto accidents. 


Under Public Act 416 of 1978, 
commonly known as the Sheriffs 
Secondary Road Law, the state 
made all 83 Michigan counties 
eligible for state funds to expand 
Sheriff’s road patrol services in the 
area of traffic law enforcement. 

the State Legislature has ap- 
propriated an initial $8.7 million for 
a state-wide secondary road patrol 
program with Whyne County slated 
to get $1.3 million for fiscal 1978-79. 

“I think it is foolish to talk about 
expanding traffic road patrols when 
there is a critical need for those 
dollars in the criminal justice 
system already,” Killeen \§aid. 


“Wayne County is in a financial 
strait jacket. We are laying off 
prosecutors and have slashed court 
budgets and other vital county 
services in an effort to balance our 
budget. 

“Then, along comes the state, with 
a tantalizing $1.3 million offering, 
but unfortunately, those much- 
needed state dollars are directed 
solely at the enforcement of traffic 
violations, rather than the hard-core 
criminal who is roaming the streets 
committing murder, rape and ar- 
med robbery.” 

"It would be wonderful if we had

payers who have a 
vested interest in the 
financial health of our 
local units of govern- 
ment will benefit from 
the enactment of this 
legislation,” Faust said. 
“It not only prohibits 
deficit spending, but it 
also generally ensures 
that public officials 
responsible for budget 
matters carry out their 
duties prudently and by 
following sound, 
uniform procedures. 

“It will help our local 
units of government 
avoid the over-spending 
syndrome which has 
plagues our cities in the 
last several years, ” 
Faust said. “Spelling 
out the exact budgeting 
guidelines local units 
must follow to ensure 
fiscal health will greatly 
minimize the chances of 
any one unit requesting 
a higher level of 


government to bail it out 
of financial trouble, 
which is a situation that 
penalizes all tax- 


payers. 

Among other things, 
the bill requires that one 
public official be 


responsible for the 
budget of a local unit of 
government, which 
must be balanced when 


submitted to the local 
governing board for 
approval. In addition, it

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Safety pays off in sledding, toboganning 


With the arrival of winter’s snow 
at the Metroparks and throughout 
southeastern Michigan, winter 
sports enthusiasts should follow 
these "safety tips" concerning the 
use of toboggans and sleds, ac- 
cording to Chief Park Ranger Steve 
Shaffer of Lower Huron and Willow 
metroparks near New Boston and 
Belleville. 

The four basic facts concerning 
safety are outlined as follows: 

(1) Know the area you are using: 
Check for hidden hazards. Snow 
may hide logs, stumps, stones or 
fences. Check snow condition before 
taking your first ride. Frozen snow 
and ice can cut like broken glass. Do 
not go down any hill when you 
cannot see the entire length of the 


ride. Do not use areas or hills where 
there are bumps or dropoff areas. 
Read and obey pasted rules and 
signs. 

(2) Use proper equipment: Wear 
warm clothing and footwear. 
Piotect your face and hands with 
ear muffs, gloves and a scarf. Have 
a good toboggan pad securely at- 
tached to the toboggan at all times. 
Check your toboggan for broken or 
cracked boards after each run. Do 
not use broken equipment. 

(3) Use equipment properly: A 
toboggan is very hard to steer, 
especially on hard-packed snow. Do 
not overload toboggans or sleds. Be 
sure to keep your arms and legs 
inside the toboggan or sled. Hold

'Sing sober' tune 
for safe driving

Holiday party hosts who make 
their guests “sing” a sober tune 
before driving can help “Detect A 
Drunk” and keep those who 
overindulge in alcohol off Michigan 
roads this Christmas-New Year’s, 
according to Automobile Club of 
Michigan. 

“We are advising persons serving 
alcohol over the holidays to test 
guests’ driving capability before 
they leave Christmas-New Year’s 
parties,” said Auto Club General 
Manager James Moffat. 

Through its “First A Friend, Then 
A Host” program, Auto Club is of- 
fering free “Detect-A-Drunk” in- 
formation sheets through its 55 of- 
fices state-wide. The sheets show 
hosts how to test for sobriety. 

The “Detect-A-Drunk” sheet lists 
eight easy-to-do activities for sober 
participants, including “Three Coins 
on the Carpet,” which requires 
picking up coins tossed on the floor, 
and the “Hokey Pokey,” timing in a 
circle three times without 
staggering. 

“Lock Around the Clock” requires 
inserting a key in a door lock while 
“Stagger Line” consists of walking 
heel to toe in a straight line. The 
“ABCs of Love” demands reciting 
the alphabet, and, to “Stand Tall,” 
one must stand erect and un- 
supported without weaving. 

“Imbibers should take our 
‘Detect-A-Drunk’ test before leaving 
a party so they don’t end up per- 
forming some of those same tasks at 


curbside for police,” Moffat ex- 
plained. He said the test was put 
together with the cooperation of the 
Dearborn Police Department. 

“While Auto Club stresses no 
drinking for drivers, we realize that 
eight out of 10 motorists probably 
will have a social drink or two and 
then drive during the holidays,” he 
added. “Our aim is to make drivers 
aware that moderation in alcohol 
use can help ‘Bring ’Em Back 
Alive!’ ” 

Alcohol was a known or suspected 
factor in half of the 14 traffic deaths 
in Michigan last Christmas holiday 
and in nearly 70 percent of the 15 
New Year’s holiday fatalities. 

“With the legal drinking age rising 
to 21 on Dec. 22, it is hoped that the 
lethal combination of drinking and 
driving will be greatly reduced over • 
previous holidays for motorists 
under 21,” Moffat said. 

Auto Club statistics show that the 
most likely candidates for fatal 
traffic accidents this holiday are 
drivers 26 or younger who will drive 
after drinking. 

Thirty-three percent of the 
drivers involved in traffic deaths 
last Christmas holiday were in that 
age group. Over the last New Year’s 
holiday, 61 percent of the drivers 
involved in fatal traffic mishaps 
were 26 or younger even though that 
group makes up less than 30 percent 
of the Michigan driving population.

of the person behind you under your 
arms and do not let go. 

(4) Use area safely: Do not use 
sleds and toboggans on the same 
runs. Sleds cut ruts and make it 
difficult to keep toboggans running 
smoothly. Toboggans pack snow and 
make it difficult to steer sleds. In 
heavy use areas, allow the group 
ahead of you sufficient time to get 
out of the way before starting 
downhill. Remember, you don’t 
have any method of stopping once 
you start your ride downhill. Use 
marked returns. Do not walk up the 
hill where others are sledding. Get 
out of the way as soon as you stop. 
Be alert for other groups coming 
down the hill after you. 


These safety tips apply to persons 
tobogganing or sledding anywhere 
in Michigan.

Workman's comp crisis

To say that we a re at a crisis point in the 
Michigan Workers’ Compensation system 
borders on gross oversimplification. 

When Governor Milliken called for 
balanced, comprehensive legislative 
reform of the Workers’ Compensation 
system nearly four years ago, he noted 
that the dual purpose of the system — 
adequate protection of disabled workers 
without undue or unfair hardship on the 
employer — was not being met. 

It still isn’t. 

The only change that has occured in 
Workers’ Compensation since the 
Governor called for reform is a dramatic 
46 percent increase in employer premium 
rates without any apparent benefit em- 
provement to injured workers or cost 
relief to the business community. 

Employers who are forced to pay in- 
creased premiums pass that cost along to 
the consumers. 

And, businesses find themselves in- 
creasingly non-competitive with firms in 
other states. 

In preparing the Department of Labor’s 
legislative priority list for the next session 
which begins in January, workers’ com- 
pensation reform was again at the top. 

I had hoped that the reform we so badly 
need would have been accomplished 
during the 1978 legislative session. 

Senate Bill 1285, introduced with 
bipartisan support, is the closest we have 
come to achieving reform. That bill died in 
a Senate committee, but I predict that it 
will be used as a model for workers’ 
compensation reform in the 1979 
legislative session 

Reform legislation will not be ac- 
ceptable to this administration unless it 
truly addresses the problems of both 


workers and employers. 

It must be balanced by: 

— Addressing the retiree problem, 
which drains about $90 million annually 
from legitimately injured workers. 
Provisions in the current statute allow 
retirees to collect workers’ compensation 
benefits and pension bmefits at the same 
time while their job related injury claims 
are suspect in the first place. 

— Establishing an effective statute of 
limitations of three years following 
reasonable knowledge of the condition. 

— Imposing reasonable minimum 
benefit levels. 

— Coordinating benefits such as social 
security and pensions. 

— Establishing maximum workers’ 
compensation rates that are reflective of 
the state average weekly wage. 

— Providing financial relief to offset 
retroactive changes in the cost of living. 

— Providing comprehensive vocational 
rehabilitation that would enable injured 
workers to return to gainful employment. 

Finally, reform legislation must include 
other amendments to return workers’ 
compensation to its original intent — that 
of providing assistance to employees who 
have become disabled because of con- 
ditions arising out of and during the course 
of their employment. 

If we a re going to be successful, we are 
going to need the active involvement of 
both labor and business. 

All parties must be willing to establish 
their bottom line and negotiate in good 
faith. 

The question of workers* compensation 
is tooserious to our state’s economy and to 
injured men and women for further 
political posturing. 

We simply cannot afford three more 
years of inaction on this issue. 

While continuing to press for legislative 
reform, we are taking administrative 


steps to correct inequities in the current 
program 

I frankly find it intolaabte that con- 
tested cases take nearly 16 months at the 
bureau and 28 months at the appeal board 
before administrative resolution, and that 
more than 3,400 cases are currently in 
backlog. 

We are conducting a comprehensive 
review and overhaul of case handling 
procedures and we are currently working 
on alternatives to address our problems in 
this area subject to legislative and 
executive approval. 

Our objective is to reduce the case - 
backlog to nine months at the bureau and 1 
15 months at the appeal board and we 
intend to accomplish this objective by: 

— Computerization of the docket. 

— Use of para-legals and mediators. 

— Development of pre-trial procedures. 

— Development of grounds for case 
dismissal. 

To complement this project, the 
legislature has adopted P.A. 456 of 1978 
which increased the appeal board from 11 
to 15 members and reduced individual 
appeal panels from 5 to 3 members. 

Another problem we have identified is 
the lack of necessary management data 
for policy decisions. 

In fact, the bureau records management 
system is presently manual which 
presents obvious difficulties in gathering 
information from individual employee 
files — difficulties which have impeded 
our ability to assess the i mpact of previous 
legislative proposals. 

We have reviewed the bureau operations 
and determined the management in- 
formation needed and have designed 
automated systems to gather that data 

It is anticipated that initial collection of 
data for case management will begin 
January 1, and that all systems will be 
automated by Octcbo* 1, 1981.

Compensation and 
pension payments 
comprise the second 
largest VA expenditure 
to Vietnam Era 
veterans, a total of 
almost $8.1 billion 
through 1978. 

Medical care ex- 
penditures for Vietnam 
Era veterans have 
amounted to $3.1 billion 
through 1978. 

The report shows that 
California leads the 
nation in the number of 
Vietnam Era veterans 
— 981,000 call it home. 
New York State is next, 
with 605,000; followed 
by Texas, with half a 
million; Pennsylvania, 
with 480,000; Ohio, with 
441,000; and Illinois, 
with 423,000. Wyoming 
has fewer Vietnam Era 
veterans than any other 
state, with 14,000. 

"While the great 
majority of these young 
Americans have taken 
military service and the 
return to civilian life in 
stride,” Cleland said, 
“our continuing concern 
is for those whose 
traumatic experiences 
during combat have 
made readjustment 
difficult.” 
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Study shows 
need for aid 


for districts 

The results of a comprehensive school 
enrollment study underscore the 
legislature’s responsibility to fully and 
equitably fund districts with severe 
declining enrollments, accordng to State 
Rep. Robert Law (R-36th District). 

"If the state had been making 
enrollment projections 10, 15 or 20 years 
ago, many school districts would not have 
overbuilt and would not be facing 
theproblems of vacant buildings and 
school closings now," Law said. “Many 
districts, such as Livonia, Westland and 
Redford, have made great progress in 
refining their ability to predict changes in 
student enrollment. We must help districts 
throughout the state and continue to 
supply information in this regard.” 

The study, conducted by Michigan State 
University, projected that school 
enrollment will decline as much as 14 
percent by the year 1983. 

“We have been particulrly hard hit by 
declinin enrollments in Livonia, Westland 
and Redfor Township, and the legislature 
simply has to come up with asound 
method of financing these districts and 
others like them,” Law said. “Closing 
schools and vacating buildings cause 
disruptions in neighborhoods, and I think 
the projections made in this study will 
enable districts to plan for the future 
development of their educational 
programs." 

Law said the Governor and legislature 
can begin to study possible solutions to the 
problem of funding of education.

Hurd is a member of that elite group of boxers who compete in 
that little known and little publicized sport - “Full contact kick- 
boxing.” It’s a sport where you have to watch out for the fists as 
well as the bare feet. 

Hurd is a pro and on January 6 at 7 p.m. he’ll enter the ring and 
take on Kerry Roop, a pro world rated kickboxer, in Macomb 
County Community Center Fieldhouse in Warren. 

The two will be fighting it out for a purse of $1,500, the prize going 
to the boxer who lasts the five two-minute rounds. 

An owner of a Black Belt, Hurd is a middleweight division con- 
tender whose resourcefulness as an athlete demanded something 
more than “just karate.” 

“Kickboxing is exciting,” said Hurd. “I was dissatified with 
Black Belt competition and sort of drifted into the sport and I really 
got hooked on it. 

“In fact, once every month I fly down to Alabama for con- 
sultations with my trainer,” Hurd continued. “I’m there a week 
and we have a strict training program.” 

Flying back-and- forth to Alabama can cost a person a neat 
chunk of money - is there money to be made from professional kick- 
boxing? 

“As in about anything, if you’re good, you can make a good living 
from it,” Hurd said. 

Though he has absorbed six broken noses in the ring, Hurb points 
out that he has never been knocked out. Inside the the rink, the 
matchup between antagonist and protagonist is similiar to regular 
boxing, with the exception that the boxers are barefooted 
“We wear boxing gloves and once inside the rings just about 
anything can happen. You have to be aware of your opponent’s 
entire body for the attack can come from just about anywhere.” 

A 1971 graduate of Wayne Memorial, Hurd enlisted in the 
Marines and when he was stationed in Guantanimo Bay, Cuba he 
became interested in karate. 

Cuba? 

“Oh, yes, but that’s a different story,” says Hurd. “1 don’t like 
mixing athletics with politics.”

Feed wild birds all winter 


Feeding wild birds 
can be an enjoyable and 
instructive experience 
But if you doubt that 
you’ll be willing or able 
to continue feeding at 
least through March, 
it’s better for the birds 
if you don’t start at all. 

Gary H e i 1 i g , 
Washtenaw County 
Horticultural Agent at 
large explains that the 
neighborhood birds will 
become dependent on 
your feeder. If you 
suddenly quit feeding in 
midwinter, starvation 
could kill many of the 
birds. 

“If you know you’ll be 
going on a two-week 
vacation around 
Christmas, hold off 
feeding the birds until 
you get back rather than 
starting to feed and then 
stopping, ” Heilig 
suggests. “If you can’t 
afford to feed the birds 
all winter — through 
the end of March, at 
least, or preferably 
through April — don’t 
start at all." 

Feeding birds can get 
expensive, he points out, 
especially if you decide 
to feed a highly varied 
mixture of seeds and 
other foods and fill the 
feeder whenever it’s 
empty. Many people 
find the demand in- 
creases until they can 
no longer afford to buy 
the feed They get 
discouraged and quit 
feeding The birds are 
then forced to find 
another source of food, 
or starve 

“To avoid this, set up 
a budget for wild bird 
food and put the birds 
on a diet,’’ Heilig 
suggests. “Decide how 


much you can afford to 
pay for feed through the 
winter. Make up an 
economy mixture of 50 
percent sunflower 
seeds, 35 percent proso 
millet and 15 percent 
finely cracked corn and 
set up a feeding 
schedule: so many 

pounds every so many 
days. Then stick to it." 

The corn-millet- 
sunflower seed mix will 
give you the most kinds 
of birds for the least 
money. You’re almost 
sure to get English 
sparrows, starlings, 
blue jays, chickadees, 
cardinals, juncos, song 
sparrows and tree 
sparrows. A host of 
other birds are very 
likely to patronize your 


feeder, including the 
chipping sparrow, 
goldfinch, titmouse, 
nuthatch, blackbird, 
cowbird, woodpecker, 
pine siskin, redpoll, 
purple finch, mourning 
dove and evening 
grosbeak. Feeding suet 
will attract still others, 
including kinglet and 
brown creeper. Car- 
dinals will flock to a 
supply of flax seed, and 
thistle seed will attract 
finches. 

If you want to offer 
something for every 
bird that might happen 
by, you’ll need what 
Heilig calls the deluxe 
feed mixture. It con- 
tains corn, sunflower 
seeds, millets, milo, 
sorghum, oats, wheat, 


flax seed, peanut 
hearts, rice, barley, 
thistle seed, rape, suet, 
peanut butter, apples, 
raisins, cranberries, 
popped popcorn and 
bread scraps. Com- 
mercially prepared 
seed mixes make a good 
base for the deluxe feed, 
he notes. 

To minimize seed 
waste, Heilig suggests 
establishing a separate 
feeding station stocked 
only with sunflower 
seeds. This will keep the 
larger birds that prefer 
them from dominating 
the main feeder and 
sweeping the other 
seeds aside as they 
search for sunflower 
seeds.

Artificial light good 
for indoor plants 


Michigan winters provide very 
little light for healthy growth of 
most indoor plants, say Washtenaw 
County horticulturists. One way to 
help is to provide artificial light, 
from either incandescent lamps or 
fiourescent tubes. 

Flourescent tubes provide more 
light with less heat and use less 
electricity than incandescent lamps. 
They are necessary- for flowering 
plants such as African Violets, 
Gloxinias, and Fibrous-rooted 
Begonias. Use half “Daylite” tubes 
and half “Soft White" tubes to 
provide a balance of different 
portions of the light spectrum. 

Flourescent lamps can be placed 
as close as 12 inches from the pot 
rim of small flowering plants. The 
light remains effective two inches 
beyond the line directly under the 
edge of the flourescent lamp 
reflector 

Incandescent lamps can be used 
with foliage plants but the heat may 
cause distorted growth. Place in- 
candescent lamps directly over the 
plants. A 1500- wat projector flood 
lamp placed about 10 feet above the 
rim of the plant container will 
provide adequate light for foliage 
plants in a five-foot circular pattern 
directly under the center of the 
lamp. A 200 -watt incandescent lamp 
can be used on medium to short 
foliage plants when kept four feet 
from the plants. 

Sixteen to 18 hours of artificial 
light is adequate for most indoor 
plants. 

Some foliage plants that will grow 
well under artificial lighting are: 
Norfolk Island pine, rubber plant, 
fiddle-leaf fig. Kentia plam, 
philodendron pertusum - all tall ( two 
to six feet) ; Chinese evergreen, cast 
iron plant, snake palant, Boston 
fern, fatshedera, Dracaena war- 


neckei, Dracaena sanderiana - all 
medium (one to three feet tall); 
peperomia, variegated peperomia, 
pick-a-back plant - all short (one foot 
or less). Some vines are also 
suitable for artificial lighting. They 
are: English ivy, grape ivy, pothos, 
and philondendron. 

Annual flowers and vegetables 
may be started from seed under 
artificial lighting. The seeds will 
germinate rapidly and uniformly 
under warm-white tubes kept six 
inches from the container for 16 
hours a day. Maintain a tem- 
perature of 65 to 70 degrees F during 
the germination period. As soon as 
the true leaves are formed, tran- 
splant the seedlings about one and 
>2 inches apart. They can be grown 
to planting-out- size under this light 
source without danger to the foliage 
when planted in full sun.

Suchy retires as county's corporation counsel

Aloysius J. Suchy, Corporation 
Counsel for Wayne County, has 
announced he will retire on Feb. 1 
after 28 years of service in various 
legal positions with the County. 

He served 11 years as chief of the 
county’s Civil Division, and the last 
seven years in the post of Cor- 
poration Counsel, Suchy is the 
County’s top legal adviser and heads 
a 28-member staff that handles a 
wide range of legal activities from 
lawsuits to legal opinions on 
governmental policies. 

In announcing his retirement, 
Suchy said he will join the private 
law firm of Bellanca, Beattie and De 
Lisle of Harper Woods, as a partner 


on April 1. 

Suchy is a recognized authority in 
the field of municipal law. He has 
lectured extensively at state and 
national levels on matters related to 
governmental law. 

During his county service, he 
represented Wayne County in 
numerous landmark cases, ac- 
cording to George Cross, Chief 
Assistant Corporation Counsel 

“He recently presented legal 
arguments in a case dealing with the 
separation of powers doctrine,” 
Cross said referring to a current 
lawsuit filed by the Wayne County 
Prosecutor. That suit asks the 
Wayne County Circuit Court to 


Bill protects job seekers' rights 


A bill designed to protect the job 
seekers’ rights to privacy in the 
workplace has moved a step closer 
to law, with its approval by the State 
Senate’s Labor Committee. 

The measure would prohibit an 
employer from using lie detector 
tests to screen job applicants. Under 
a 1975 state law, sponsored by Labor 
Committee Chairman David A. 
Plawecki (D-12th District), em- 
ployers may not require a worker or 
job applicant to sign a waiver of his 
or her rights in regard to polygraph 
tests as a condition of continued 
employment. 

According to Plawecki: ‘‘The use 
of a polygraph test to determine 
whether a person should be hired is 
an unwarranted invasion of personal 
privacy. 

“Testimony received by the Labor 
Committee, coupled with recent 
reports in the media, “indicate that 
some employers may be making 
broad inquiries into private areas of 
a person's background which are 
unrelated to the requirements of the 
job.” 


“Besides potential rhisuse of this 
procedure,” cautioned Plawecki, 
“the accuracy and reliability of 
these tests, particularly as a gauge 
of a person’s future conduct, is open 
to widespread dispute.” 

The bill would speciBcally prohibit 
an employer, employment agency or 
labor organization from ad- 
ministering a polygraph 
examination to an employee or a job 
applicant as a condition of em- 


ployment, or of contimed em- 
ployment. Under an amendment 
added in the Labor Committee, the 
provisions of the measure would not 
apply to an internal investigation of 
an employee of a law enforcement 
agency . 

With only a few days remaining in 
the current legislative session, 
Plawecki said he will press for a 
vote in the full Senate on the 
polygraph bill before the legislature 
adjourns. 


overturn a decision by the County 
Board of Commissioners to lay off 
attorneys in the Prosecutor’s Office 
due to budget problems. 

“The decision in this case will be 
precedent-setting for the State of 
Michigan,” Cross added “Suchy’s 
departure will be a great loss to the 
county, however, the legal 
profession will benefit from his 
expertise. I have worked with Suchy 
for 17 years, and he has consistently 
demonstrated the legal abilities 
which I have always admired.” 

In his official letter of retirement 
from county service. Suchy cited 
“staff shortages, pressures and 
health reasons” as major factors in 
his decision to leave the county. 

“Insufficient staff in this office 
coupled with the increase in the 
county’s legal problems has made 
mea cutely aware of the tremendous 
responsibilities carried by this 
position. During the past year the 
pressures, tensions, and at times, 
the frustrations of performing in this 
position have had an adverse effect 
upon my physical well-being. 

“I see no easing of the problems 
within the immediate or foreseeable 
future. After considerable soul- 
searching, I havedecided to retire.” 

Suchy said it will be up to the 
Board of Commissioners to appoint 
a replacement and pointed out that
